to Populist hopes. On the contrary, John- 
ston, the Democratic nominée for Governor, 
reports substantial gains in Populist strong- 
holds. 

The Popécratic headquarters in this city 
gives it out tonight that it only remains to 
‘see what Capt. Johnston’s majority will be. 

Capt. Johnston himself said to THE TRIP- 
UNE correspondent: ‘“‘ The reports show 
that I have made gains over Oates’ major- 
ity in 04 in almost every county in the State. 
My estimates ‘previously made will be-more 
than met by the reality. I feelthat the State 
Legislature is safe by at least two-thirds.”’ 

Johnston has carried the Towns of Bir- 
mingham, Montgomery, Mobile, Selma, Eu- 
faula, Opelika, Blocton, and Auburn. Pop 
ocrats report an increase over the last Dém- 
ocratic majorities in Calhoun, Mobile, Jef- 
ferson,.Morgan, and Clarke. The following 
Populist counties hang in the scale and are 
claimed by the Popocrats: ‘Tuskaloosa, 
Chambers,*De Kalb, Lee, Limestone, Talla- 
poosa, Babb, and St. Calri.

INDIANA REGULATORS ON A-MAN HUNT. 


Detected Thief Shoots Two Men and 
Takes to a Swamp—Bloodhounds 
. Fail to Pick Up the Trail. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., Aug. 3.—[{Special.]— 
Howard Hall, aged 18, while at work in a 
field near his home, ten miles north of Fort 
Wayne, today spied a tramp passing with 
& bundle of clothing on his arm. The boy 
recognized the property as his own best suit 
and when the tramp took the watch from tae 
pocket and examined the make of it young 
Hall called his father Thomas Hall's at- 
tention to the thief. The tramp resented 
the approach of the two men witha volley of 
shots from a revolver, shooting the father 
through the upper portion of one thigh and 
the son through both sides. 

He then fled to a swamp nearby, whither 
he was pursued by 200 men known as the 
Huntertown Regulators. The thicket in 
which the fellow hid is so dense at this 
season of the year that it is impossible tu 
find any one unless he is run upon by chance. 
The. regulators and Sheriff Clausmeir and 
deputies from this city prowled through the 
swamp until dark, but without finding their 
man. 

Two ‘bloodhounds were brought from 
Laoti and put on the trail, but they are only 
pups and proved to be useless. 

A hundred -camp fires are blazing tn the 
thicket tonight and the regulators are on 
picket duty, declaring they will stick to their 
job until morning and then renew the man 
hunt. The bullets have been removed from 
the wounds of the farmers and they may 
both recover, although the son isin a-critical 
condition. 

Late tonight it transpires that there were 
two burglars in the shooting affair. One of 
them was captured tonight after an exciting 
chase of several miles and is now held at 
Huntertown in charge of officers from Au- 
burn’ and Fort Wayne. The other Is 
wounded and is thought to be hemmed in in 
the marsh by the regulators. 


CONTROLS $250,000,000 IN EXCHANGE. 


Bankers’ Syndicate Fortified Against 
Any Possible European Draft— 
Canada Draws for $100,000. 


New York, Atig. 3.—[Special.]—The syndl- 
cate of foreign bankers which came into ex- 
istence to check the drain 6n the United 
States Treasury reserve exerted by Europe 
has been signally successful in its efforts 
in that direction, but the,withdrawal of 
gold for shipment to Canada continues. 
The Merchants’ Bank of Canada took $100,- 
000% today. It was very generally said in 
official and banking circles down-town that 
all the gold withdrawn for Canada net sup- 
posed shippers a premium of at least half of 
1 per cent over and above any profit on 
the exchange transaction. 

The agents of the Canadian banks 
indignantly deny that the gold:is withdrawn 
forthesake of the premium on it, that it is 
simply sent to Canfida because it is cheaper 
to send gold than exchange. They say that 
as the money is owing and has to be re- 
mitted -when called for -gold has to be sent 
because of the Impossibility of getting ex- 
change except at a. much greater expense. 
It is not denied that much of the gold that 
is being sent Canada represents Canadian 
capital that-.is being withdrawn from this 
country because of the unsettled and un- 
certain condition of the currency question 
here, and the fear that the free silver craze 
may not be defeated. 

The effect of heavy withdrawals from 
banks last week is partly offset by the 
knowledgé that the bankers’ syndicate has \ 
béeht extended until it is now said $250;- 
f exchange ¢an be supplied, if nec- 
essary, between now and election time. 
The syndicate was originally formed to 
furnish $50,000,000 to $75,000,000.

Two Men in a Buggy. 

Just as the clock im the store 
twelve a bright. new buggy, drawn 
handsome bay horse, was driven by 
well dressed men up to the saloon opposite 
Hioeger’s grocery. The younger of the two 
remained in the buggy to hold the horse, 
while the elder jumped out and entered the 
saloon. John Dowling, the proprietor, was 
behind the bar at the time. 

The visitor walked up to the bar and or- 
dered a glass of beer, Which he/drank while 
alkinge with Dowling about the weather. 
Vhen he offered Dowling the nickel in pay- 
ment he remarked with a laugh that he had 
a $100 bill which he had been trying for two 
days to get changed. (He did not, however, 
ask Dowling to changé the bill, andgas the 
pioprictor did not offer|to change it he went 
out.

At No. 5554 Robcy street is the meat mar- 
ket of Adam Thierloff, which occupies a 
rather pretentious frame building. The 
man walked to the front entrance of this 
place and peered in without entering. On 
the inside were four men chatting with tne 
proprietor. 

Looks Through the Window. 

The man on the outside spent fully three 
minutes looking over the people inside 
througl® the front window, and then he 
turned @way and walked south again. 

As he came in sight of his ¢ompanion in 
the buggy he again. waved his hand asa sic- 
nal that another opportunity for a holdup 
had been lest, and Walked toward the Hoe- 
ger grocery. He peered through the win- 
dow a minute and then went inside. The 
boy Emil, behind the counter, looked up at 
the supposed customer. 

There were some smoked fish on the coun- 
ter, and*the man picked up one of them. 

‘**Give me a loaf of white bread,” he said. 

Emil wrapped up a loaf of bread and laid 
it on the counter, and the man handed him 
a dollar bill. P 

As the boy opened the cash drawer the 
man pulled a bulldag revolyer from, his 
pocket and, resting it on the counter with 
the muzzle on a level with Emil’s stomach 
and pointing directly at him, he said: 

**Just leave that drawer open and don't 
make a noise if you don’t want to be shot.” 


With Wide Open Mouths. 

The frightened boy shrank as far as pos- 
sible towards the shebves, and the two little 
children in the. store!) looked on with wide 
open mouths. The man reached over the 
counter and scooped the silver and bills 
from the. drawer, then walked rapidly from 
the store,toward the huggy. 

As the two men drove west one of them 
pickedaip a bottle of olives from the bottom 
of the vehicle and threw it at a small boy 
who stood near by. A tmiiiute after a bottle 
of pickles and a baseball were picked up and 
sent after the boy, too. Then, as the men 
saw Emil come out of tne store as if to fol- 
low them, one of them b.egan! fring his re- 
volver, apparently at ihe hors¢'s neels 

The buggy west to Seeley avenue, 
south to Thirty--eve 7 )n street. and was seen 
to cross Robey st.ec’ again from the store. 
A telephone message was sent at once tothe 
Central Police Station, and Detectives Sti- 
bles, Spain, McCarty, and Howard were put 
to work on the case.

CRAWFORD TO SETTLE RAILROAD WAR 


Calamet and South Chicago Companies 
Submit Their Trouble to Him 
for Arbitration. 


President John Farson of the 
Electric and President D. F. Cameron of the 
South Chicago City railways bombarded one 
another with long typewritten missiles yes- 
terday in which the rights of each were de- 
fined and the wrongdoings of the other set/ 
forth. As a finale President Farson sent 
voluminous letters and a blue print diagram 
to Andrew Crawford, the arbitrator se- 
lected and agreed upon by the two companies 
four years ago. By tomorrow Mr. Craw- 
ford will have heard from Mr. Cameron, and 
by next Sunday it is believed the differences 
will be all settled. 

The contending companies have competing 
lines to Manhattan Beach, and the traffic to 
this point, delivered at Sixty-third and Sisty- 
fourth streets and Stony Island avenue by 
the Alley Elevated and Chicago City com- 
panies, is the cause of the quarrel, for the 


| reason that both want to handle it. 


On Stony Island avenue the two companies 
own and operate under an ordinance passed 
in 1802, giving them equal rights as far 
north as Sixty-fourth street. Until last Sat- 
urday morning both companies used a loop 
built west of Stony Island avenue and south 
of Sixty-fourth street. On that date the 
South Chicago company anandoned the old 
loop and commenced the use of a new one 
built in Sixty-fourth street and Madison 
avenue to the Madison avenue depot of the 
elevated road at Sixty-third street, and mak- 
ing full use of the south bound Stony Island 
avenue track from Sixty-fourth street south, 
thus crossing the old loop switches over 
which the cars of the Calumet Electric were 
gaining access and egress to the old loop.

Walter Crafts’ Strange Death at a Ho- 
tel—No Indications of Suicide—H. 
'G. Young Kills Himself. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 3.—Walter Crafts was 
found dead in bed in a hotel here this morn- 
nig. He was Président of the Commercial 
National Bank of Columbus. C. D. Fire- 
stone of the Columbus Buggy company, 
which failed on Saturday, is a director and 
small stockholder in the bank. Cashier 
Albery, when asked whether it was a cause 
of suicide, said marks of vioience were not 
found, nor was there uny evidence of a drug 
having been taken. Mr. Crafts’ standing in 
Columbus for uprightaess was unsurpassed. 

The bank officers say that the buggy com- 
pany had only $10,000 of the bank’s money, 
hence the theory of suicide is scouted. 

The Coroner's jury rendered a verdict of 
death by apoplexy. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 3.—H. G. Young, 
a well-known brokér and former city official, 
committed suicide this afternoon on Look- 
out Mountain, near the Inn, by shooting him- 
self.through the heart. Business losses are 
supposed to have been the cause of the act. 
Mr. Young was atone time manager of the 
South Tredegar Iron company.

FOREST FIRES NEAR SAULT STE. MARIE 


Town of Gladyis Wiped Out and Brim- 
ley Thought to Be Doomed—Farm- 
ers Flee for Their Lives. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Aug. 3.—[ al.] 
—Forest fires have flercely raged bak of the 
Soo all day and a heavy pallo ke has 
hung over the city, totally obscuring the 
sun. 

Gladyis, a small station eight miles from 
the Soo on the South Shore line, was wiped 
out by fire this afternoon. A sawmill, with 
logs and lumber, owned by Judge Colwell of 
this city, was destroyed, as well as several 
houses, and four railway cars. A number 
of the Inhabitants had to flee for their lives. 
The railway bridge at that point was saved, 
though badly damaged.

She traded this land to one Edmund G. Short, 
who claimed Betefontaine, O., as his place 
of residence. When. Mrs. Endsley sold her 
land there was a school fund mortgage of 
$300 against the land and Mr. Short assumed 
the same. 

As he did not pay the interest, William H. 

County, fore- 
closed and sold the same to Lewis Dutton, a 
banker residing at Pittsfield, Ill. Under the 
statutes of Indiana there is no redemption 
from a school fund mortgage, and the title 
became absolute in fee simple in the name 
of Mr. Dutton. 

Today John Ross, a dealer in paints, oils, 
etc., who is said to-reside at No. 1207 Arm- 
itage avenue, Chicago, came to town with a 
deed purporting to have been executed and 
which conveyed to him the land. The con- 
sideration reads in said deed $4,000, and Mr. 
Ross found he had no shadow of title what- 
ever. Mr. Ross claims that George Bangen 
of No. 1039 Hancock street was the agent for 
the land.

New York Biscuit Stock Affected by’ 
the Slump. : 


BOTH COMPANIES [IN GOOD SHAPE. 


The speculative déal in Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit stocks has come to 
an end. 

The Moore Bros. have failed. 

The greatest speculation ever known in 
Chicago has culminated in the failure of the 
people who were behind the deal. 

The Chicago Stock Exchange will be ad- 
journed at 10 o’clock this morning for an 
indefinite period. 

This action was decided upon at a meeting 
held last night, at which were present the 
members of the Stock Exchange Governing 
committee and a number of prominent cap- 
italists. This meeting was assembled in-° 
formally after the announcement, which 
was made late in the afternoon by James H. 
Moore, that margin calls no longer could be 
met. The announcement was made toa few 
of the men most heavily interested, and it 
was thought best to call a meeting to dis- 
cuss the situation. ‘ 


Means for Restoring Confidence. 

Those who assembled discussed the bést 
means for restoring confidence after thw 
shock which would be given to speculative 
circles by the announcement of the failure, 
lt was the general opinion that it would be 
the wisest possible move to close the Stock 
Exchange for a period. 

The poiats were made that nearly the en- 
tire business of the Stock Exchange for a 
number of weeks had been in Diamord 
Match and New York Biscuit; that the 
closing. of the exchange would interfere 
only in the slightest degree with general 
financial affairs; and that the present was 
4a particularly opportune time owing to fhe 
fact that the settlements in the July ao- 
count had just been completed and thee 
had been as yet comparatively little trading 
in the August accuunts, - 

The Governing committee of the Stock Ex- 
change discussed the situation at length 
and passed a resolution to adjourn the ex- 
change at 10 o’clock this morning indcfi- 
nitely. ““ : 


Adjournment for a Few Days. 

It is thought that the adjournment wil] last 
but a few days, and that matters 
time can be straightened out in a way that 
will make the losses as easy as possible to 
bear ;' - x |

Most Important Speculative Deal. 

ashe speculative deal of which the failure 
wf the Moore Bros. is the culmination is by 
all odds the most important in the history of 
the Chicago Stock Exchange affairs. It be- 
gan early this year. The stock of the Dia- 
mond Match company had been selling along 
130 for quite a time. There had been no spe- 
clal activity in the market. Just priortothe 
Venezuelan incident the tip went out in inside 
circles that there were to be some impcrtant 
European developments in connection with 
Diamond Match affairs, and the buying of 
the stock commenced by strong people. The 
Venezuelan panic interfered with the specu- 
lation and the stock dropped during the gen- 
eral decline at that time to 115. 

From then the rise started which is the 
most remarkable in the history of the ex- 
change. A strong group of speculators, 
headed by James H. Moore and William H. 
Moore, began buying the stock. It moved 
up with scarcely a halt. 


Financial Genius Behind It. 

The bears o¢ccasionaliy endeavored tointer- 
fere with the rise, but they each time fourd 
that there was both a speculative genius and 
financial strength behind the market which 
was unlike anything they had ever encoun-

In time came the announcement the Dia- 
mond Match company had closed a contract 
with the French Government, under which 
its patents and the machines controlled by 
the match company were to be sold to tlie 
French Government for a royalty of $100,000 
a year. President Barber and Director 
George T. Smith were in Europe carrying on 
the negotiations. 

Following the announcement of the clos- 
ing of the French contract the stock aid- 
vanced with great rapidity. In the early 
speculation the bulls had named 200 as an 
extreme figure, but as the prospect of fur- 
ther profitable arrangements in Europe ap- 
peared, much higher prices were predicted.

Mr. Barber is a practical match 
man, and he owned large factories in Akron, 
O. These factories. were taken in as part 
of the assets of the old Connecticut corpora- 
tion, and Mr. Barber, who had been the rul- 
ing spirit in the first corporation, became the 
working head of the new. The finances 
of the company, however, have always been 
in the hands of the Moores. 


Prosperity Increases Its Capital. 


Diamond Match stock was not @ specula- 
tive security in the true sense of thé word 
during the first two years of the company’s 
existence. It went ahead making money 
and dividends were paid regularly. At the 
time of the organization the capital stock 
was $6,000,000. It kept extending its busi- 
mess and purchasing other match factories, 
and as it did so stock was issued at par to 
stockholders.

The capital stock of this company at the 
present time is $9,000,000. It owns bakeries 
in nine States, three having been purthased 
this year. The principal one of thesé was 
the Mason bakery in Kaltimore, which was 
acquired by the company in March.

Present Diamond Match Campaign. 
The ‘present campaign in Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit was ofganized last 
November. ~* =. ; 

It was the intention to begin the cam- 
paign in December, but the message of 
Cleveland on the Venezuelan question 
caused a postponement. The movement 
really began in March, the stock selling 
around 130. The advances inthis stock 
were phenomenal and seldom a day passed 
that the record of the previous day was 
not broken. The highest quotation reached 
was on May 4, when the stock sold at 248. 
From this figure the quotations declined to 
225 and then broke to 200. It recovered the 
fame day to 206%.

CLOSING OF NEW YORK BOARD, 1878. 


Doors Remained Shut for the Period 
of Ten Days. 

The New York Stock Exchange was forced 
to suspend on Saturday, Sept. 21, 1872. Stocks 
declined from 2 to 16 per cent early in the 
morning, railway securities shrinking in 
value in a short time $100,000,000. 

The demoralization extended and the whole 
list went down with arush, so that when the 
call began it Was soon apparent the street 
was actually “‘ broke”; that the bears had 
depressed values beyond the possibility of 
the bulls paying; that people from the coun- 
try would not put up further margins’ to 
stay the tide: and that if the facility for 
gambling was furnished the whole set of 
gambling brokers would he swamped, 

In this emergency and under the additional 
pressure of the announcement of the failure 
of the Bank of the Commonwealth andthe 
suspension of two trust companies, the reso- 
lution of E. C. Steadman of the Board of 
Brokers, offered in the Governing comrittee 
of the Stock Exthange, to close the exchange 
until Monday to give time to dealers ite 
rally and settle, went through, and the fact 
that the whole street was broken was con 
cealed. for the time being. 

{t was called the panie of distrust—dis- 
trust not only of railroads, but of é@very 
sort of securities. Governments were not 
salable except to the government, Solely be- 
cause everybody else wanted cash for the 
emergency. 

The history of those times shows the New 
York Stock Exchange remained closed fen 
days, resuming on Tuesday, Sept. 30, though 
little business was transacted. G2. 

The New York Stock Exchange wast2kFo 
in trouble in 1869 at the time of Gould's fa- 
mous corner of gold. This made the date 


in the financial history of this country 
known as ‘** Black Friday.’ The Stock Ex- 
change was. closed temporarily. Finally

He therefore reproaches 
England with waning friendship, and con- 
tends that China was taken by surprisg  ~* 
when entirely unprepared for war. 

He now desires, as an evidence of sym. 
pathy, that England should concede China- 
the right to make a substantial addition to 
the duties charged under the treaty between 
them, on goods entering Chinese ports. 

The fall of silver, Li Hung Chang con. 
tends, has rendered the revenue derived from 
these duties half of its original value. Japan 
already has secured a similar relaxation of 
old restrictions. 

Li Hung Chang hints, according to the 
Times article, that this increase in China's 
revenue will be devoted:to the purchase of 
war-like stores in Europe. 

‘‘ Hé assures us,"’ says the Times, “ that he 
has great reforms ready to be put in opera- 
tion, including provision for a fleet and an 
army which, within five years, will place 
China in a position that would render im. 
possible any such defeat as it recently en. —

A. W. Bastian, member-at-large, to suc- 
ceed Ben T. Cable. Mr. Cable did not resign, 
but was removed, 

Alexarider J. Jones, named at the Peoria 
convention to replace A. A. Goodrich in the 
new committee on Jan. 1, was seated, the 
resignation of Mr. Goodrich having been ac- 
cepted. 

Havill and Bastian, as well as Jones, would 
have taken the places of the men they now 
succeed, on the new committee. Mr. Trude 
and Carter H. Harrison will only fill out the 
unexpired terms of their predecessors. 

State Candidates Asked for Funds. 

In addition to this action by the committee 
the candidates for State officers were invited 
to submit to assessments for campaign pur- 
0s8es.

Testimony from Civil Engineer 
Thompson Regarding the Sig- 
nals and Crossing Agreement.

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 3.—Coroner Mc- 
Laughlin began the inquest today into the 
cause of the railway disaster of last Thurs- 
day, Prosecutor Perry appeared for the 
State, and the Reading and Pennsylvania 
campanies were represented by counsel. 
United States Sénator W. J. Sewell, Vice 
President of the United railroad of New Jer- 
sely, is attending the proceedings. 

The inquest is being held officially on the 
bodies of Phillip 'H. 
and others who havé been identified. 

™M. R. Thompson, a civil engineer in the 
amploy of the West Jersey and Seashore 
railroad, explained the working of the sig- 
nais. An agreement made June 11, 1886, be- 
tween the Reading road and the West Jersey 
railroad by which the West Jersey was per- 
mitted to cross the Reading tracks in order 
to connect with the Camden and Atlantic 
was read, as were also the signal rules. 

The trains of the Reading were given pre- 
cedence at this crossing over those of the 
West Jersey. 

E. O. Dayton, Superintendent of the West 
Jersey road, said the signals could, baseena 
mile away, and that a train running at fifty 
miles an hour could be stopped within 1,800 
fpet of the point where the brakes were ap- 
plied.

Then numerous fife and drum gorps fol- 
lowed. After that came the active Turners 
of this city and vicinity and 200 select vis- 
jting Turners, allin uniform. Then followed 
the honorary members of Turner organiza- 
headed by the officials of that organization, 
and: Polish Young Men’s Alliance, Sons of 
Linceln and Kosciusko, Polish Mechanics’ 
Association, and Polish Army, in uniform, 
comprising numerous military organiza- 
tions. 

Casimir Zychlinski, Leon Czeslawski, Vic- 
tor Zaleski, Adam Osinski, and Leon Miec- 
zynski acted as marshals of the procession. 

The hall was densely crowded before the 
arrival of the paraders. Chairs and all ob- 
structions were removed to give room to 
the societies. Nearly half of the people 
stood outside while many left. The locations 
of the various societies were marked by their 
standards, which were decorated with gar- 
lands, emblems, flags, and inscriptions. 

The Turners competed for athletic prizes 
in military drills. There were addresses in 
Polish and English and choralsinging. The 
evening program concluded with the dancing 
of Polish dances, the ‘‘ Kujawiak,’’ “‘Mazur,”’ 
and ‘‘ Krakowiak,’’ though only one-third 
of the people remained on account of want 
of room. 

Work of the Closing Hours. 


Yesterday was the chief convention day, 
though it was the closing one. Deliberations 
lasted from 7 o'clock a. m. until7 p. m., with 
only a half-hour dinner intermission. The 
result of yesterday’s work was the estab- 
lishing of a paper in this city devoted en- 
tirely to the interests of the Polish Turners;

operate in purchasing a sharpshooters’ park 
and building a battery: a decision to aid the 
Polish Emigration Association in Paris, 
Polish Turners in Poland under the Austrian 
and German rule, Polish National Fund at 
Rappersvyl, which tn its purposes is similar 
to the Irish, and the Poiish National Alli- 
ance of this“country; to contribute to the 
keeping alive the Polish spirit of independ- 
ence in Poland, and especially under the rule 
of the Czar, and financially and otherwise 
assist the societies and movements 
there; a decision to educate and train a num- 
ber of Polish young men each year at the ex- 
pense of the organization to secure enough 
teachers for all societies: and also in each 
city inhabited by Poles to open a drum and 
fife corps school.

BIDS FOR WAR MATERIAL ARE OPENED 


War and Navy Departments Prepar- 
ing to Parchase the (rdnance Or- 
dered by the Lrst . ongress. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 3.—(Special.}— 
Bids ona opened * the War and Navy 
Departments at 8 o'clock this afternoon for 
a large supply of forgings for big guns and 
‘their mounts for the two branches of the 
service. 

The Navy Department invited proposa)s 
from all steel manufacturers of the United 
States for furnishing the department the 
following material: Rough-bored and 
turned forgings for breech-loading rifle, 
twenty sets four-inch, thirty-five sets five- 
inch, fifty-six sets six-inch, and two sets 
eight-inch. These forgings are intended for 
use in the manufacture of guns for the 
armament of vessels of the merchant ma- 


rine accepted by the government as part of | 


the auxiliary navy. The guns will all be 
assembled at the Washington Gun Foundry 
and will insure the active operation of that 
plant for many months. . 
Preparation for the manufacture of ord- 


nance are even more extensive in the War, 


Department. Bids opened at that depart- 
ment this afternoon are for forgings for 
guns and mounts authorized by the last 
Congress in the fortifications bili. Pro- 
posals were invited for one set of forgings. 
for a sixteen-inch gun, model of 1806, com- 
prising the tube, jackét, trunnion hoop, 
cylindrical hoops, and breech mechanism, 
eighteen sets of ten-inch gun forgings and 
eighteen sets of twelve-inch gun forgings, 
similar in character and number to those 
of the sixteen-inch gun; sixty sets of forg- 
ings for twelve-inch steel mortars and forg- 
ings for the finishing and assembling of 
sixty of these mortars; forgings for sixty 
twelve-inch breech-loading mortars com- 
plete; a supply of six-pounder rapid fire 
guns with mounts and ammunition, and 100 
armor-piereirg projectiles, together with a 
supply of common shells, canister, and 
smokeless powder. 

Proposals were also invited for thirty ten- 
inch disappearing carriages, fifty-six spring 
return carriages for twelve-inch mortars, 
262 steel deck piercing shells and 240 twelve- 
inch torpedo shells. ' 

The sixtsen-inch gun authorized by Con- 
gress is the largest gun in the service of the 
United States and its proposed manufacture 
asa part of the system of coast defenses 
is in the nature ‘of an experiment. The 
Board of Fortifications of 1886 adopted this 
type of gun as a part of coast defenses and 
Congress has been asked to make an ajp- 
propriation for its manufacture every year 
since that date. Failure on the part of Con- 
gress was partly due to the opinion of some 
military experts that twelve-inch guns have 
sufficient power for all ordinary needs. Gen. 
Flagler, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
however, has been a consistent advocate of 
the larger type of guns, and it was mainly 
through his representations that Congress 
was finally induced to make @n appropria- 
tion for the manufacture of one of them. 
The principal foreign powers have guns of 
sixteen-inch or large caliber in their coast 
defenses and navy, but the United States 
has never before adopted a heavier gun 
than the modern thirteen-inch.

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PREEDOM IN SIGHT FOR C. 0. SWANBERG 


Swedish Merchant Complains Bitterly 
of the Treatment Accorded Him by 
the Police of Chicago. 


Cc. O. Swanberg, a Swedish merchant and 
land owner of California, was arrested by 
the Chicago police last Friday, at the re- 
quest of San Francisco officials, the charge 
being perjury in connection with the settle- 
ment of the estate of Louis Coniveaux of 
San Mateo County, Cal. When the San 
Francisco police authorities took their case 
before the Governor of California he refused 
to demand requisition, and word was re- 
ceived in Chicago of that fact last night. 
Mr. Swanberg, who has been in the lock-up 
several days, will probably-be released from 
custody today. 

‘In April, 1894, I bought a piece of prop- 
erty from H. W. Westfall for $35,000," 
said Mr. Swanberg last night, “‘ paying for 
it- in full within a week of the purchase. 
There was at the time a mortgage of $20,000 
on the land, and I paid that amount to West- 
fall and saw him pay it to the mortagee, 
Louls Coniveaux. On the same day I saw 
Coniveaux rélease the mortgage and ac- 
knowledge the release before Notary Mos- 
bach in San Francisco. 

‘‘ Six months after, while I was in Europe, 
in 1804, Coniveaux died and the authorities 
failed to find the money he received for 
his land. I returned to San Francisco in 
April of this year and in June was cited to 
appear before the Probate Court of San 
Francisco to give evidence concerning what 
Il knew about Coniveaux. 

““I have had urgent telegrams and letters 
from Sweden recently necessitating my re- 
turn there. I came to Chicago last Tues- 
day evening. My wife was sick when she 
arrived last Thursday. 

“While talking with her I was placed 
under arrest by Detective Amstein, who told 
me I was wanted in San Francisco for 
perjury. I was taken to headquarters, ac. 
cused of the crime, searched, and my valu- 
ables taken, consisting of $50,000 worth of 
stock in my wife’s name and a letter of 
credit for £900 on a London bank. The 
police refused to allow me to return to the 
depot in charge of a policeman to tell my 
wife of the trouble. They refused to refer 
me to a lawyer or to allow me to telephone 
to A. Booth. I was locked up and they r 
fused at first to let my wife see me,” Aus

His Night in a Ten-Cent Lodging- 

- Heuse a Never-to-Be-Forgotten 
Event—Confirmed in His Belief in 
the Need of Reform—John Sher-

Commander Booth-Tucker returned to the 
Salvation Army camp yesterday morning a 
sadder but wiser man. 7 

His sorrow was not due to the damage 
sustained by his anatomy in the 10-cent 
lodging-house in which he slept Sunday 
night, though there was probably cause 
enough for griefson that account. He had 
learned more about the miseries of the poor 
in Chicago than a whole library could have 
taught him and theréfore’was he sad. 

** Just think of a human being having to 
sleep in a place like that,’’ he said as he 
stood a moment on the street in front of the 
New York House and drew in with positive 
pleasure deep drafts of the fresh breeze,

friendless find friends and are: helped in 
their endeavor to secure employment and 
where the fallen are lifted up and encour- 
aged to make another effort fo face the 
world, ’ 

Wanted to Be Wretched. 

The commander was desirous of making 
the most of his opportunity, but this was not 
the only reason for his rising with the sun. 

Acting on the advice of the clerk of the 
house he checked his hat in,the office and 
placed his coat and vest under his pillow and 
carefully stowed his shoes close to the wall 
under_his cot. Then he lay down and coy-

HODCARRIERS ON STRIKE 


THEY DEMAND UNIFORM WAGES OF 
25 CENTS AN HOUR. 


Two Hundred Men Go Out, but Efforts 
to Call Out All Those at Work Fail— 
Possibility That Other Members of 
the Building Trades Council Will 
Join the Movement—Painters and 
Decorators of America Are in Bi- 
ennial Session. 


Two hundred hodcarriers, most of whom 
were employed on small contracts, went out 
on strike yesterday shortly before noon for 
uniform wages of 25 cents an hour. A 
large number of men at work on other con- 
tracts will probably ‘go out today or to- 
morrow and there is a possibility of the 
strike spreading to other members of the 
Building Trades Council before the weeek 
is ended. 

The effort yesterday to call out all the hod- 
carriers in the city was not successful, as 
is was hoped to make it. 

The twenty-five men who were working 
on the new building of the Home for the 


this afternoon. Master Workman James 
O’Connell made a speéch. He said: “ The 
Mayor, police, and tin soldiers have armed 
to crush us. We have a duty to perform— 
that of self-preservation.” 

Niles, O., Aug. 3.—All the rolling mills of 
this place will resume work at once, giving 
employment to about 2,000 men. 

Springfield, Ill., Aug.. 3.—Two hundred 
striking miners at Barclay returned to work 
today at operators” prices, 82% cents a ton. 

Providence, R. I., Aug. 3.—Allen’s print 
works, situated at the north end of this city, 
started up this morning after a three weeks’ 
shut déwn. The concern gives employment 
to 800 persons. 

Berea, O., Aug. 3.—At 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing the people of this place were awakened 
by a terrific explosion. Upon investigation 
it was found that the residence of Charles 
A. Seibert, a grocer, had been partly 
wrecked by dynamite, a charge of which had 
been placed under the house. Seibert did not 
sympathize with the quarrymen in their 
strike. It is believed the dynamite was 
placed under the house by strikers.

A meeting of the National Real Estate As- 
sociation will be held at St. Paul in August, 
1897.

Friendless, Fifty-first street, near Grand 
boulevard, struck, it is said, under a repre- 
sentation that the hodcarriers all over the 
city had gone out, and when they heard:

Ten plasterers employed on the Trude 
Building also struck because a member of 
the contracting firm was said not to be 
a member of the Master Builders’ Assocla- 
tion. The offending member took out his 
papers in the organization at noon, but the 
plasterers concluded to strike the day out 
and return to work this morning. 

The Building Trades Council has -sanc- 
tioned the strike only of the plasterers’ hod- 
carriers, but the strike of the other hod- 
carriers may be ratified on Wetinesday 
morning. 

The Masons’ and Builders’ Union has thus 
far taken no notice of the strike, but the 
matter will come up next Friday morning. 

Officers of the union are disposed ‘to look 
on the demands of the unskilled hodcarriers 
for 25 cents an hour as exorbitant, and it 
is doubtful if the hodcarriers -receive any 
encouragement from the dvricklayers. 

Secretary Sherman of the Building Trades 
Council was not so positive in his opinion 
that the council would not come to the hod- 
carriers’ assistance.

A GRAND GAME OF BLUFF. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas is trying to 
bluff the Populists, who, he alleges, are try- 
ing to bluff the Popocrats. In reply to the 
statement of some of the leaders of the 
sformer party that if Bryan does not ac- 
cept their nomination soon they will with- 
draw his name and nominate some one 
Felse in his place, Jones says with assumed 
unconcern: “ Let them do so.” 

Any such performance, according to 
him, would mean the disruption and dis- 
organization of the Populist party, most of 
the’ members of which, he claims, will vote 
for Bryan whatever happens. 

According to Jones, the Populists in the 
North and West are “ broadminded and 
patriotic men.” That is, they are 
ready to sell out for a small! price. The 
Populists of the South, he declares, “ are 
for nothing but spoil.” That is, they want 
a higher price than the Popocrats are will- 
ing to pay. 

Thus in Missouri the Populists are de- 
manding concessions which will give them 
several Congressmen and also the balance 
of power. in the Legislature, so that Sen- 
ator. Vest may be thrown overboard and 
one of their own men sent to the Senate in 
his place. 

There are many other States in which tlie 
Populists, knowing that the Popocrats can- 
not get along without them, are trying to 
drive hard bargains. Each party is trying 
to bluff the other. Each is endeavoring to 
get as much of the spoils as-it can. 

This contest of greed is interesting to 
witness. Nothing like it has ever been seen 
before. As the two parties have some in- 
terests in common, and as each needs the 
other, the probabilities are that after a 
period of bluffing and haggling they will 
come to terms about the nomination of 
State and other officers. 


FREE SILVER BAD FOR WORKINGMEN. 
‘The German Socialists know better what 
is for the interest of the workingmen than 
the free silverites. The former declare 
that— : 

' We believe the adoption of a free silver 
system would surely be followed by the en- 
hanced cost of all the necessaries of life, and 
even if followed by increased wages, such in- 
crease would be.:slow and so trifling that it 
would be utterly valueless to the workmen. 

We German Socialists are united for the gold 
standard, because the long-tested operations of 
economic laws assuré us it is the best standard for 
the workmen. * 


They think the workingmen ought to be 
paid in the best money there is going. They 
do not think, like Altgeld, that silver is the 
workingman’s money because it is cheap. 

These German Socialists know also that 
when money depreciates wages do not rise 
in; proportion. The wageworkers of 1861- 
’°66 understood that. Their children do not. 
During the war the prices of food, clothing, 
et¢c., went up as the value of the green- 
backs went down, but the wage ‘scales 
lagged behind, advancing very slowly. 7 

(That same thing happened in Chile when 
that country went from a gold to a silver 
basis. Everything went wp except the 
wages of labor. That would be the case 
here were there a slump to the 50-cent dol- 
lar standard. The man who gets 35 cents 
an hour would find the price of everything 
he bought doubled. He would feel inclined 
to demand 70 cents an hour. If he ever 
got it it Would take years to do so. 

_ These German Socialists seem to under- 
stand thoroughly the reason for this free 
silver agitation in the United States. They 
ascribe it.to,a desire to get cheap silver 
coin “to enable them to pay in silver debts 
contracted in gold.” They hit the nail on 
the head. If free coinage silver dollars 
were not swindling, repudiating dollars the 
indebted free silverites would <not want 
them. 


FREE SILVER AND. FREE HORRORS, 

The free silver bug has not been abroad 
for any length of time, but it has spawned. 
More kinds of ¢alamities have descended 
upon this unhappy people since the two 
Pop conventions finished their cataclysmic 
_labors than in any similar period of its his- 
tory. Strange visitations of all degrees of 
horror are reperted from portions of the 
country widely remote, the very unusual-. 
ness of which attest their dependence upon 
the extraordinary disasters the 16 to 1 as- 
semblages seek to inflict.

NEW YORK JUSTICES IN ROBES. 
The important news comes that the 
police magistrates of New York City 
are ambitious to emulate the Justices of the 


Supreme ,Court. of the United States by 


wearing the same silken robes of office. 
This is eminently fitting and in conformity 
with the augmented importance of the 
“ Greater New York.” It is true that for 
the last fifty years no city in the world has 
had a police magistracy less capable, less 
dignified, and less creditable to the ad- 
ministration of justice than she, but that 
is only the more reason why its defects and 
deformities should be covered up. The 
greasy marks on the coat of Patsey Looney, 
“the terror of the Fourth Ward,” and the 
stains of beer drippings on the shirt front of 
Fritz Limburger, ** the thunderbolt of Har- 
lem,” can be hidden beneath the ample 
folds, of their judicial robes; while “ Red- 
Nosed” .Ripley of the West Side and 
“ Squinty ” Kansowsky of the East will 
appear positively reverend.

WHY THERE IS LESS BUILDING. 

In July, 1895, permits were taken out for 
the erection of 884 buildings, to cost $3,717,- 
000. Last month permits were taken out 
for 543 buildings, to cost $1,760,000. Here 


is a falling off of nearly two millions in the. 


amount of money to be spent in this city 


for building purposes. 
The average cost of each building last 


year was $4,200, as against $3,200 this 


year. That shrinkage may be accounted 
for in part by the reduction in the cost of 
certain building materials. Allowing for 
all that, it is clear that much less money is 
to be expended this year than last for the 
labor of bricklayers, stonemasons, carpen- 
ters, painters, and all others who belong to 
the building trades. This is to be a poor 
season for them, and they will be worse 
off when this building season closes than 
they were when the last one did. 

These men may say to themselves that, 
though it is unfortunate so little building 
should be done this year, it is not surpris-; 
ing, when so many stores and dwellings are 
vacant. They ought to go a little farther 
and ask why those stores and dwellings are 
vacant. ‘ 

They would find out thaf the lack of con- 
fidence caused by the féa slump to the 
silver standard had Tessened activity in 
every branch of business. That lack of 
confidence closed factories and deprived 
men of work and kept others from coming 
here to get employment. 2 

The amount paid out for wages being less, 
there was less money to be spent for rent, 
and families had to get along with less 
room. There was not as much money to 
be paid out to shopkeepers, so those who 
had the least capital went out of business 
and the stores they occupied were left va- 
cant. 

If Bryan should be elected the men be- 
longing. to the building trades should un- 
derstand that there will be less work for 
them next, year than this. There will be 
more empty houses and stores then than 
there are now and nobody willwant to build. 
‘There will be more factories closed oy run- 
ning on half time. The wage disburse- 
ments will be smafler. The will 
huddle together more than they do nojw 
and migration from the country to the city 
will stop altogether. 

If the men in the building trades want to 
make sure of work next year they must 
vote against Bryan and free coinage in 
November.

SILVER DOLLARS OF THE GOVERNMENT 

Secretary Carlisle states in answer to a 
correspondent— 

Undef our existing system al) silver dollars are 
coined on account of the government and are 
issued by the government in the payment of its 
expenditures and other obligations, and it would 
be an act of bad faith therefore to permit them to 
depreciate. 

When the government bought 37134 
grains of silver in 1892 it paid for them 
671-3 cents in gold value. Then it took that 
silver, coined it into a dollar, and paid it out 
as 100 cents gold value to whomisoever it 
owed that amount for services or supplies. 

Having received a dollar's worth for that 
coin, which did not cost it a dollar, the gov- 
ernment is bound clearly to keep that coin 
worth a doliar as long as it remains in cir- 
culation. 

The government is bound to dv that for 
the silver dollar as, it is for the greenback 
dollar, which cost it only a fraction of a 
cent, but which the creditor of jhe govern- 
ment has taken as the.equivalent of a gold 
dollar. } 

The government does not and need not 
concern itself about the fortunes of the gold 
dollar. When it converts 231-5 grains of 
gold into a dollar that coin will take care of 
itself. The creditor of the government who 
is paid it receives a coin which everywhere, 
always, under any circumstances is a dol- 
lar. That coin is worth a dollar intrinsic- 
ally. The government may disown it, but 
the goid in it has the purchasing power of 
a dollar. 

Thus far the government has stood by its 
credit money and has kept it as geod as gold. 
The paper and the silver dollar have 
bought as much as the gold doilar. Gold 
has been given. for the former when de- 
manded. The number of the silver dollars 
has been kept within bounds, and that has 
made it possible for the government to keep 
them woyth their face. 

If a law were enacted for the free coin- 
age of silver any man who had 371% grains 
of silver could take that silver to the mint 
and have it made for him into a disk called 
a dollar, All the government would have 
to do with his metal would be to stamp it, 
and then return it to him. | 


The government would got have any in- | 
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‘lose anything on it. 


terest in that dollar. It would not be any 
more responsible for that coin than it is for 
the gold dollar it makes for the owner of 
gold bullion. It would be under no obliga- 
tion to.do anything to make the purchasing 
power of the 371% grains of coined silver 
greater than that of an equal vumber of 
grains of uncoined silver. 

The free coinage silver dollar would have 
to take care of itself, as the gold dollar does. 
It would have to stand on its merits, which 
would be the gold value of the pure silver it 
contained. That value is now about 53 
cents. 

But the government having promised that 
the paper and silver dollars shall be kept as 
good as the gold dollars ought to keep that 
promise, It ought to make arrangements 
for doing so before allowing silver to be 
coined free. It ought to redeem in gold all 
the present silver dollars it has put in cir- 
culation, It ought to redeem in gold all the 
paper it has put out on a gold basis. 

When that has been done the government 
will have kept its solemn pledge twice made 
within six years. Then none of the holders

THE SENTIMENTAL SPANIARD. 

Nations, like individuals, are sentimental. 
Like individuals, teo, a kingdom kates to ad- 
mit defeat at the hands of a dependency, 
however sound a thrashing it may have re- 
ceived. This was true of Great Britain 
during the revolutionary war; it is equally 
trué of Cuba and Spain today. 

England’s apparent willingness to ac- 
knowledge the independence of the thirteen 
colonies in successful revolt was not due to 
Saratoga and Yorktown, decisive as these 
victories were for the Continental arms. 
The British could have protracted a desul- 
tory and savage warfare for years without 
such a concession, Settled as the result was 
in the estimation of the world—and in the 
minds of King George's ministry as well— 
this final humiliation could not have been 
endured. An excuse was ready to hand, 
and the defeated monarchy seized upon it 
as an escape from the expenditure attend- 
ant upon a further hopeless effert toward 
subjugation. France, seeking to inflict dam- 
age upon a hated rival, had become our 
prime ally. Spain, not yet fallen to its pres- 
eut estate, had been aiding the cause of 
both I'rance and America for a year and 
more. To this combination of force Great 
Britain could succumb with honer and dig- 
nity, and the treaty of Varis was duly 
signed. The feeling of the head of the 
English Nation as shown by the remark 
said to have been made to him in receiving 
John Adams as the first Minister of the 
Republic to the Court of St. James bears 
this out: “ I was the last man im the king- 
dom, sir,’”’ King. George observed on that 
occasion, “to consent to the independence 
of America; but now it is granted, I shall be 
the last man in the world to sanction a vio- 
lation of it.” 

If this shows how thoroughly our fore- 
fathers did the work.they set themselves for 
accomplishment, the recent reports from 
the unhappy Island of Cuba give informa- 
tion of a similar condition of affairs there, 
so far as Spain is coneerned. Its royal 
Treasury is dépleted, its armies wasted, and 
its hope of victory fairly quenched. The 
climate and the pestilences it Drings upon 
the stranger, the surprising generalship dis- 
played by the patriot leaders, and the right- 
eousness of, the cause for which they con- 
tend have left the authors of misgovern- 
ment in the West Indies powerless to resent 
adequately the reverses they have already 
sustained, or to-guard against future indig- 
nities from the arms of what they have 
long termed a “rabble.” But if the phleg- 
matic Briton was proud to a fault, the 
haughty Castilian carries it to the point of 
criminality. Rather sacrifice thousands of 
their countrymen to fever and the sword 
than admit for an instant to the worid that 
Gomez and Maceo are the conquerors we 
of the United States already know them 
to be. 

If the Cubans are to take their place 
among the nations of the world sume subter- 
fuge, some device such as stood England in 
good stead, must be employed before their 
oppressor can be brought to acknowledge 
as much. And for this oflice the sympa- 
thies of the American people are already 
enlisted. Sefor Canovas, the Prime Min- 
ister of Spain, seems willing to do his part 
in accommodating us. His position is an 
unpleasant one. The kingdom cannot 
crush the insurgents, cannot afford to keep 
up. the pretense of attempting to crush 
them, and cannot surrender tothem. The 
horns of the dilemma presented are, on the 
one hand, the bankruptey of Spain, and, 
on the other, the overthrow of the mon- 
archy. Therefore war with the United 
States, so anxiously avoided while hope of 
reconquest remained, must now be pro- 
voked. To this great power, with men, 
money, and ships far outnumbering those of 
his own nation, Canovas can afford to give 
way without loss of prestige comparable 
with that which must follow his giving up 
to the handful of half clad rebels which has 
defied his arms. 

Canovas has already given indications of 
desiring to provoke a quarrel with the 
North Americans. His favorite organ, El 
Nacional, has teemed with insolences to- 
ward us, Only less significant is the re- 
¢ent letter of Seflor Leon y Castillo, lately 
Minister of the Colonies and of the Interior. 
He writes: 

As long as the humiliating tresties of 1796 and 


17 are not denounced why does not the govern- 
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ment propose to the United States that they 
modified? War cannot be made in Cuba while 
those treaties exist. It must be remembered that 
diplomacy is an art to intimidate rather than to 
please. Have we forgotten the energetic act of 
the Marquis of Havana in 1851, when he shot fifty- 
one American citizens? Does the government Jo 
anything like this? Its policy is humiliation be- 
fore the United States, while money and blood 
are wasted in Cuba. But nothing will be ob- 
tained either in Cuba or the United States. The 
government is impotent before America. 

But for the subservience of the adminis- 
tration, the belligerency of Cuba would 
have been recognized, the provocation 
Spain seeks would have been given, and the 
independence of Cuba acknowledged before 
this. As itis, we must await the inaugura- 
tion of a man of American feeling, William 
McKinley, before we can do our duty as @ 
nation to Cuba, our little sister. 

DR. JAMESON’S SENTENCE. 

The misfortune which has overtaken Dr. 
Jaineson in the shape of a sentence of fif- 
teen months’ imprisonment in jail for his 
Transvaal invasion is only another illus- 
tration of the caprices of fate and the truth 


of the old maxim that nothing succeeds like | 


success. The sentence, as one of our con- 
temporaries remarks, is simply the penalty 
of failure. There can be but little doubt 
that Dr. Jameson was doubly deceived— 
first, in his own military ability, for if he 
had been a careful leader he would never 
have set out upon his expedition so poorly 
provided with arms, equipments, and com- 
missary stores, and he never would have 
risked capture without leaving open a 8e- 
cure line of retreat. Again, he was unques- 
tionably deceived by the men in Cape Town 
and in England in whose interests he was 
acting, and who left him in the lurch when 
his expedition had proved a failure. 

Dr. Jameson failed miserably and he is 
now paying the penalty of his failure as 
the inmate of an English jail.. Had he suc- 
ceeded in his expedition, however, he would 
now have been a hero instead of a jailbird, 
and his name might have been on the lists 
for knighthood instead of on the records of 
a jail. But, after all, how long will the 
60,000 Boers be able to deprive the 100,000 
British of all political rights in the Vaal 
Republic? How long will taxation of the 
most oppressive character without repre- 
sentation and barbarian tyranny be allowed 
to prevail? Dr. Jameson is the victim of 
circumstanees over which he had little or 
nocontrol, andit may be some compensation 
to him as he reflects that time may yet 
vindicate bim, though it is little consolation 
to him or little credit to British justice at 
the same time to reflect that the really 
guilty parties, who got him into this scrape, 
have not been punished at all 


THE Republican candidate for Congress in 
the Seventeenth Ohio District informs his 
constituents that he Is for the free coinage 
of silver. Then he ought to quit calling him- 
eelf a Republican, and get a nomination 
from some other party. The Republican 
party has set its face against free coinage. 
If the Congressional nominee cannot indorse 
the financial policy off his party, and is going 
to vote against.that policy if elected,he ought 
to withdraw and let a genuine Republican be 
nominated. The district is a heavily Dem- 
ogratic one. No Kepublican can be elected 
there this year unless he can get the votes 
of the sound money Democrats. They will 
not vote fora free silver Republican. 
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Nicut before last a vigilant undertaker 
saw a light in a house near by which he be- 
lieved to be deserted. The police and the 
neighborhood were notified. The vicinage 
turned out in force and the police on a tan- 
dem bicycle. The undertaker procured an 
ax and, rushing to the rear door, began to

Assemble at the Grounds in Burn- 
side—Capt. A. C. Anson Distin- 
guishes Himself at the Traps, Mak- 
ing a Clean Score in Both Events— 
Liberal Applause for His Difficult 
Shots—Handicapper Has a Hard Job. 


Thé Dupont live-bird shooting tourna- 
ment for the championship of tthe world, 
which began yesterday at Watson's Park, 
vindicated the word of the prophets the 
first day. The prophets had predicted that 
it would be the biggest meeting ever held, 
‘and it was. The first event, a| mere pre- 
paratory raee of five birds, was participated 
in by 134 shooters. In the second event, 
seven birds, 125 shot. For a preparatory 
‘day this exceeds any meeting ever held 
within the memory of the oldest shooter. 
Nearly 250 shooters were at the grounds. 

There were few people present as specta- 
tors. Such events are visited by the en- 
thusiastic alone. But there was a sprinkling 
of those who came to see and not to shoot. 
The largest crowd of spectators will be to- 
‘morrow and thereafter. 

The shooting began promptly at 10 o’clock. 
Fred Gilbert was No. 1 in the first squad. 
The world’s champion shot well until ~his 
seventh bird, a rough driver,,;which got 
away from him. Macalester also missed 
a bird. ** Eddie’’ Bingham of Chicago was 
the only man of the lirst squad to makea 
The same team also shot.first 
in the five-bird race. In this Gilbert missed 
his first bird and Macalester and Bingham 
their second birds. From that time until 
6:30 o'clock the fusillade continued. 

During the day 1,816 pigeons shed their 
life blood on the grass of the shooting field. 
Fully 200 escaped or fell wounded out of 
bounds. The |roofs of the buildings were 
covered with struggling birds that were 
not fatally wounded but were unable to fly. 
Many who ran the gantlet with only the 
‘loss of a-few wing feathers circled fearlessly 
ever the heads of the shooters. | They were 
safer than any others, for the shooter would 
not think of killing a bird that had escaped 
two expert voileys.° So systematically and 
rapidly was the shooting done that both 
races were completed. 


Capt. Anson Shoots. 


A distinguished all around amateur sports- 
man shot in both races. He is a familiar 
figure at the baseball park. His brawny 
hands clutched a handsome gun jealously 
as he stepped from his position in the twen- 
ty-fourth squad in the first event and called 
“Pull.” The man was Mr. A.) C. Anson. 
As the trap was sprung a dark strong bird 
rose from it. Anson fired. Not a feather. 
‘Then the Captain, who has so often waited 
for a good ball without losing patience, fired 
again, after a seemingly long interval. The 
pigeon drepped like lead, and only the flut- 
tering of its wings told where itlay. It was 
a great shot, and the Captain was liberally 
applauded. Anson was the only one in his 
equad to make a clean score, and three of 
his. birds were as hard as any of the after- 
noon. Nor was the “ old man ’”’ slow in the 
seven-bird race. Most of his. birds in this 
évent- were easy, but two of his/shots again 
called forth applause. He was one of the 


- few who had clean scores in both events. 


For the most part yesterday the birds were 
a lively set. At times it would seem thata 
bunch of slow ones would incidentally get in 
the traps when some poor shoooter was up. 
There were many good scores.| E. D. Ful- 
ford of Utica, N. Y., was the only manin the 
seven-bird race who killed a clean score with 
one barrel. Justus von Lengerke of New 
York was the oniy one in the five-bird race 
killing his score with one barrel, There 
was little in the shooting to base judgment 
as to the formof the prcobablechampions. A 
strong head wind made most of the birds lef} 
quarter or income, and many flew low over 
the other traps. — ;

Toledo, O., Aug. 3.—[{Special.]—The consol- 
idation of the Ohfo Yacht club and the To- 
lego Yacht club is a move made in the in- 
terest of proper arrangements for the in- 
ternational race, and it is a sacrifice on the 
part of both clubs which outsiders can not 
understand well enough to fully compre- 
hend.

Outsiders and those specially interested in 
the great race may experience no hesitancy 
about insuring to their friends and guests 
that not only will there be an abundance of 
funds to liquidate all claims and pay all 
prizes on the spot, but a number of extras 
in the number of entertainments will be 
thrown in, and everybody will be taken care 
of. It is expected both Vencedor and Can- 
ada will be in Lake Erie water between this 
time and Saturday. 

A number of fine, new craft are being built 
here to take part in the entertainment, and 
some Will-be here for that purpose from 
other points. | 

The. regatta given by the Toledo Yacht 
club, Aug. 11 to 13, will be the event of tne 
circuit outside the international race at To- 
ledo. Some of the first prizes range from 
$100 to $250. 

After the Cleveland regatta the yachts will 
sail to Put-in-Bay tor the inter-lake regatta, 
Aug. 17 to 22. This regatta is to be followed 
by a squadron racé of yachts to Toledo, for 
which Toledo people have hung up $5,250 in 
prizes. 3 


WANT ONE GREAT ORGANIZATION. 


Toledo and Ohio Yacht Clubs Will 


Probably Consolidate Soon. 

Toledo, O., Aug. 3.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.J—Since the steps have been taken to 
consolidate the two big yachting organiza- 
tions of this city the committees in charge 
feel they will be in better shape to handle 
the international regatta. 

The Ohio Yacht club was organized in 1885. 
It built a $5,000 club-house at Presque Isle 
some five years ago, which is as handsome 
as any club-house of similar character in 
the country. Atthat time the prospects were 
excellent for good anchorage and service. 
The Presque Isle company agreed to dredge 
out the harbor, and made many other prom- 
ises, which it seems they have failed to ful- 


fill. The lack of these necessities made 
Presque Isle undesirable for club-house 
headquarters. In tact, the yachtsmen can- 


not get to their club-house. As the boats 
run now the yachtsmen cannot take their 
families t6 their club to dinner and get back 
home before midnight. This was one of the 
hindrances to the amalgamation of the Ohio 
and Toledo Yacht clubs. 

The members of the former held a meeting 
recently and discussed how they could get 
out of their lease with the Presque Isle com- 
pany. They wish to move across on the 
ice this winter to Grassy Point. Here they 
would have an excellent location and plenty 
of deep water, as well as good anchorage all 
around. The Ohio Yacht club has filed a pe- 
tition in the Common Pleas Court to change 
the name of the Ohio Yacht club tothe To- 
ledo Yachting Association, and after the 
same has been published thirty days a de- 
cree will no doubt be granted. Then, as soon 
as the Toledo Yacht club gets out of its legal 
fight with the Gard Island company about 
their property there, the consolidation will 
no doubt be finally closed. 

It is not believed, however, the name 


Yachting Association will lofig be kept, as it 


has always been a sort of ‘Jonah ’’ to 
yachtsmen. At present, however, it is de-

‘TAX RATE MAY BE LESS. 


ASSESSMENT RETURNS POINT TO AN 
INCREASED INCOME. 


Figures in County Clerk Knopf’s Pos- 
session Analyzed — Reports That 
Chicago Would Be Compelled to 
Reduce the Police and Fire Forces 
and Retrench in Other Ways Pro- 
nounced Conclusions Based on Half 


Knowledge. 


With all the assessments except that of the 
West Town now in the hands of County 
Clerk Knopf, it is evident Chicago’s income 
for the next year will be increased. Officials 
say the tax rate for the city is apt to be 
lower than 1805. 

Rumors that the city would have to shift 
along for the next year on decreased appro- 
priations in every direction are said by the 
officials of city and county to be conclusions 
from but a half knowledge of facts, with no 
knowledge of how the scheme of spreading 
taxes each year Is effected. 

So the problem of Chicago getting along 
with half the number of police now employed 
and a reduced Fire Department—which 
Controller Wetherell said could be done if 
necessary—is as much of 4 problem as the 
other man’s mare’s-nest, which has traveled 
about as the companion fake of reduced rev- 
enue—namely, that Chicago might have to 
forego the pleasure of holding an election 
in “November because the appropriation 
made had only lasted through half the fiscal 
year. ' 

Show an Increase. 

In spite of the slump in the value of 
realty and the growing custom among mer- 
chants of carrying limited stocks until the 
general wave of good times again sets in, 
the returns from the Town Assessors, unre- 
yised and not swelled by the State Board of 
Equalization, show, with slight variation, 
an increase in the assessment over last year. 
Even in the South Town where the alleged 
falling off was proclaimed to be most ap- 
palling, the records in the County Clerk’s 
office show Assessor Hepburn’s figures are 
larger than the returns made by his pre- 
decessor. . 

The new assessment of realestate in the 
South Town is $63,543,570. A year ago it 
was, after revision, $65,603,750. But lots 
were raised 17 per cent and lands 20 per cent 
over the returns by Assessors last year in 
the*State Board of Equalization. The fig- 
ures of the Assessor’s books were, therefore, 
only about $56,071,582 for real estate, and if 
the State Board increases the new assess- 
ment by the same percentage this year it 
will reach $74,345,986—or much the largest 
figure yet reached. 

In the same way personal property for the 
South Town this year, now assessed at $16,- 
$10,230, will, if it receives the same increase 
put upon it last year, reach $20),014,58s5. 
Other towns with assessments standing 
much closer to the figures of taxable prop- 
erty last year may meet with a decidedly 
smaller raise in the State Hoard and still 
give Chicago the same revenue with a lower 
rate of taxation. ; 

Duty of the State Board. 
“It is the business of the State Board of 


towns within Chicago sufficiently to meet 
the city’s expenses,”’ said Chief Clerk Simon 
in the County Clerk's (office yesterday. 
“This is a perfunctory thing, and has been 
done from the beginning. Assessments have 
been nearly doubled in rare cases, but within 
two years they have been increased almost 
one-half. To be more exact, in the last two 
years personal:taxes have been raised by 10 
and 43 per cent; lands were increased 20 and 
3” per cent; lots were increased 17 and 18 per 
cent. 

“So the returns from no town are as high 
when they are handed In by the Assessor as 
when the’ Collector takes hold of the lists 
after the State Roard of Equalization has 
gone over them. From the present outlook, 
based upon the returns and the regular in- 
crease from that source, as well as reduced 
expenditure in several directions, there is 
not only no apparent danger of a deficiency, 
but every reason for supposing that the tax 
rate will be scaled down lower for the City 
of Chicago this year than in 18 5.’’ 

Assessor Giffert of the West Tawn is the 
only man whose books are not turned over 
to the County Clerk. Already he is thirty- 
four days overdue by law, but it is not ex- 
pected his completed returns will be made 
before Aug. 10. 

When all the towns have turned in their 
work County Clerk Knopf has nearly 400 
ledgers to correct and foot up before he can 
present the completed assessment to the 
County Board, which sitsias a first Board of 
Equalization to adjust inequalities between 
the thirty-three towns of Chicago. Shifts 
may he made in.this board, changing the 
relative taxation of the towns, but the total 
assessment can be increased not more than 
2 percent. Then the State Board of Equalti- 
zation convenes to raise the approved assess- 
ment to any point deemed necessany. 

Returns from the Towns. 

The Town of Lake returns were made ves- 
terday by Assessor (Cohrs. Considered 
apart from the increase sure to be put upon 
it, the assessment se: ms ta he somewhat be- 
low the figures of last year, but with a like 
increase it will be greater. 

This table will show how near Assessor 
Cohrs has come to the amended assessment 
of las¢ year in his unrevised estimate:

If the Town of Lake assessment on realty 
is pushed up by 20 per cent this vear, which 
is below the average raise by the State 
Board, there will be $2,467,059 applied to 
wipe out this apparent deficiency of $420,000. 
or an increase of over $2,000,000, Instead 
of $102,815 less personal property for taxa- 
tion by the same increase, which is the 
least rate added by the State Board, there 
will be just that amount additional over last 
year. The same thing; will apply to all 
other town assessments. . 

‘‘Lake View’s returns this year.” said 
Chief Clerk Simon, ‘‘ show an increase in 
real estate of $180;000 and a decline in per- 
sonal property of $50,000, leaving a net in- 
crease of $130,000. That is, without any 
swelling in the State Board of Equalization. 
Other outlying towns are doing about as 
wi 11.’ 

North Chieago’s new assessment for real 
estate is $16,038,060, without being pushed 
up, aS against $16,051,020 last year, includ- 
ing a boost of 17 per.cent. Personal prop- 
erty returns from the same town are’$1,- 
461,800, against $1,562,625, after the latter 
sum had been increased 10 per cent. 

‘* When the good offices of the State Board 
of Equalization have beén employed to put 
up the figures,’ said Mr, Simon, “ the city 
will have more money than heretofore, and 
having learned economy the income it has 
will go further.”

Each case will be taken up separ- 
ately and the Commissioner of Public Works 
will gv slowly in the matter. 

No dismissals were maiie yesterday. Sey- 
eral inspectors in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment are said to be under suspicion.

THREATS IN RYAN TRIAL. 


WITNESS CHARGES ATTORNEY STED- 
MAN WITH INTIMIDATION, 


Charlies H. Albrecht Says Counsel for 
the State Declared He Would Send 
Him to the Penitentiary for Giving 
Testimony Relative to E. C. Miller’s 
Statement Before the Grand Jury— 
Repeats the Words to Judge 


Windes, 


Charles H. Albrecht, a witness in the Ryan 
murder trial, yesterday openly charged At- 
torney Stedman, one of the counsel for the 
State, with approaching him in the corridor 
of the Criminal Court Building and threat- 
ening to send him to the penitentiary for 
who appeardl before. of Edward C. Miller, 
who appeardd before the grand jury when 
the case was eonsidered. 

Albrecht was called up by Judge Windes 
and made the same statement to the court. 
Judge Windes then refused to allow either 
Albrecht or the attorneys to make any state- 
ment regarding the matter to the jury. 

Witnesses for the defense were called when 
the trial was resumed yesterday morning. 
The first was Michael Murphy, a painter, 
who lives at No. 62 Wells street. 

Murphy testified that he has known Ryan 
for over eleven years, and on the day of the 
murder of Smith saw the prisoner in the 
saloon of Thomas Egers, No. 215 Randolph 
Street. The witness said he took his lunch 
at the saloon at 12:30 that afternoon, and sat 
at the same table with Ryan and Alexander 
ae nals, and a painter named Hodg- 


Ate Lunch with Ryan. 


Alexander L, McDonald, who at the time 
of the murder of Smith was a business agent 
of the Building Trades Council, was the next 
witness. McDonald said that shortly be- 
fore 1 o'clock he went to Egers’ saloon for 
lunch, and about ten minutes later Ryan 
came in and had lunch at the same table. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock, he said, he left the 
Saloon with Ryan, and the latter accom- 
panied him as far as the entrance to the 
Building Trades Council, No. 199 Randolph 
Street. Ryan went on toward Dick Powers’ 
saloon, a few doors distant. 

On cross-examination McDonald said he 
remembered the time distinctly, because 
he had an engagement at 1:30, and he got 
back to his office in time to keep it. He was 
asked if he knew John Riddick, and replied 
he did. He was then asked if he did not 
tell Riddick in Powers’ saloon that the mur- 
der was committed by a drunken steamfit- 
ter. McDonald's answer was “ No.”’ 

Stephen Burns, who lives at No. 487 Twen- 
ty-fourth street, and is a steamfitter, said 
he saw Ryan at 12:30 at the Occidental 
Building, where he, the witness, was work- 
ing. Ryantgave him a quarter, and left him 
a few minutes later. The Occidental Ruild- 
ing is close to Egers’ saloon. Burns said 
Ryan was not intoxicated. The two pre- 
ceding witnesses had given the same testi- 


mony. 

John M. Walsh, No. 806 West Fourteenth 
place, was called next. His testimony was 
in regard to the whereabouts of Ryan on 
that day. He saw the accused at 1:40 
o'clock at Randolph street and Fifth avenue. 
Ryan was sober, and he noticed nothing un- 
usual about his actions. 


Told of Ryan’s Shoes. 


John J. Welch, No. 379. Wabash avenue, is 
a steamfitter’s helper. He testified that on 
the morning of the day of the murder he met 
Ryan about 9 o'clock. The latter was lume 
and walked with apparent difficulty. The 
witness said he went with Ryan to a shoe 
store on State street, where Ryan bought a 
pair of shoes two sizes too large for him on 
account of the soreness of his feet. 

This testimony was to combat the testi- 
mony of.the prosecution that Ryan struck 
Smith and ran rapidly away. 

An important witness ror the defense was 
Herman Bronson, who is a dealer in print- 
ing presses at No. 48 South Clinton street. 
Bronson lives at No. 5473 Lexington avenue. 
He said that shortly after 1 o’clock on the 
day of the murder he took lunch at King’s 
restaurant, on. Fifth avenue, near Mad- 
ison street, and started towards the West 
Side to return to his place of business. 

“I crossed the Randolph street bridge,” 
said the witness, ‘‘ and at the west end of the 
bridge saw a man running under the Lake 
Street Elevated railroad structure. I did 
not see htm cross the bridge. Apparently he 
had come from the South Side. He was 
about ten feet from me when I saw him ahd 
I noticed he was white and scared looking. 
I though at the time he lookéd very strange.”’ 

Mr. Bronson said the man was rather tall, 
was young, with a small brown mustache, 
and had a cast in his eye. 

Bernard P. Maguire, No. 804 Jackson bou- 
levard, a contractor for steam heating, tes- 
tified to the good character of the accused. 
He saidhe had known Ryan for ten years and 
was acquainted with himin Pittsburg before 
he came to Chicago. 

fioll Contradicts Miller. 

Charles H. Goll, connected with Chicago 
Opinion, was a member of the May grand 
jury, which passed upon Ryan’s case” He 
was called to give evidence regarding the 
testimony of Edward O. Miller. The latter 
was the witness for the State who positively 
identitied Ryan as the man who struck the 
fatal blow. 

Goll contradicted the statement of Miller 
that he, Miller, when a witness before the 
grand jury, djd not testify that he saw 
Ryan throw awWay the piece of pipe, drop- 
ping it in the alley after he had«struck 
Smith. Goll said that Miller’s statement to 
the grand jury was that immediately after 
Ryan struck the blow he threw away the 
pipe, which was wrapped in paper. 

John M. MeDermott and William C, Rob- 
erts, newspaper reporters, testified that 
they became acquafited with Ryan while 
reporting labor matters and knew that his 
reputation was good. They testified that 
the prisoner had a good reputation for peace- 
ableness.: Erastus Davis, No. 811 North 
Western avenue, also testified to the good 
reputation of the accused. 

The defense then called Charles H.. Al- 
brecht, a painter and decorator, whose place 
of business is at No. 360 Clark street. Al- 
brecht testified that Miller, the witness for 
the State, was never employed by him. 
This was ‘regarded as a good point for the 
prosecution, as Miller had testified that he 
was employed by Albrecht. The latter said 
he had looked over his books and could not 
find the name of Miller. 

The force of Albrecht’s testimony for the 
defense was entirely lost, however, a few 
minutes later, when Miller was brought in 
by Assistant State’s-Attorney Ramsey. Al- 
brecht had left the witness stand, but was 
recalled and confrogted by Miller. Albrecht 
acknowledged \freely that Miller had been 
in his employ about a year and a half ago. 
He said he did not know him as Miller, but 
as Knecht, the name which he had given 
then. 

Didn’t Know Either Name. 

Attorney Case, for the defense, then ques- 
tioned Albrecht and asked him why he did 
not’ tell the jury when he was asked that he 
had never employed a man named Knecht. 
Albrecht replied that at the time Miller 
worked for him he did not know,his name 
at all,. either as Miller or Knecht. 

It was at this point that Albrecht made 
his charge against Attorney Stedman. 

The case for the defense was closed with- 
out putting Ryan, the defendant, on the 
witness stand. E. 8S. Dreyer, the banker, 
was called to testify to the good character of 
Miller, but the court ruled out the testimony 
on the ground that the general character 
of the witness had not been attacked by the 
defense. 

Attorney Stedman then made the opening 
argument for the State, and was followed 
by Attorney Swenie for the defense. The 
arguments will be continued today and the 
case will probably go to the jury this after- 


noon.

LONG DISTANCE SELECTION FAULTY. 


Eastern Oracle Should See the Men in 
the Game. 

The recent article in Harper’s Weekly by 
Caspar Whitney on college baseball in the 
West has caused considerable comment 
among Western college men, and the first 
question that naturally arises in theirminds, 
“Is Whitney capable of picking an ‘all 
Western team’ without having witnessed 
any of the games, except perhaps those of 
the University of Chicago on their -recent 
Eastern trip?” Is he not liable to have made 
several mistakes? And by looking over the 
list of players selected by Whitney any one 
familiar with the work of the Western ball 
tossers would certainly say that he had. 

Further, Mr. Whitney acknowledges that 
he has failed to select several players for 
positions on the teams, whose work Would 
-entitle them to that privilege, on acetount 
of their. tair4 of professionalism.:d8 the 
Kastern authority consistent in doing sd? 
He deliberately disbars several men for pro- 
fessionalism, and then in the face of sucha 
statement places such well-known pro- 
fessionals as Nichols of Chicago and Shields 
of Michigan on histeam. If one is disbarred 
“why not all? 

As to the players themselves, Mr. Whitney 
is right in general, but decidedly off in several 
particulars. Jones of Chicago is certainly 
the best man for catcher. His build, stead- 
iness, and. hitting ability. placed him far 
above any backstop in the West. 

-Watkins Effective at Times. 

For pitcher, Whitney chose Watkins of 
Michigan in preference to Nichols of Chi- 
cago. He may be correct, but it is doubtful. 
Watkins, when he had perfect control of his 
“drop ball,”” had no equal, but he failed to 
have that control throughout the season, 
: and: for that reason Nichols was the more 
reliable and steadier man. 

At first Whitney choose Abellis of Chi- 
cago, and there makes his worst mistake. 
Abells was by no means the best man at that 
position. He was decidedly unreliable on 
‘thrown balls, covered very little territory, 
and batted poorly. Further, it is a wells 
known fact that his being Captain of the 
Chicago team gave him his hold on the ini- 
_ tial bag. Both McKenzie of Michigan and 

Cooper of Illinois: were far better players. 
McKenzte wae always sure, although he did 
not cover a great amount of territory. As 
for Cooper, he deserves the position without 
a doubt, being an ideal first baseman and 
going through the entire season without 
making an error. 

Again, as regards second base, Whitney 
is decidedly off in choosing Atkinson of Chi- 
cago, who failed to come anywhere near 
being the best man, Bloomington of Michi- 
gan, or “* Midget ”’ Fulton,. the little man 
from Illinois; playing better ball. Although 
Bloomington was probably one of the pro- 
fessionals disbarred by Mr. Whitney, he ex- 
‘celled any other man at his place, possessing 
a quick recovery and covering an immense 
amount of ground, his only fault lay in his 
tendency to knock the ball “ out of the lot,’’ 
and inthis he generally succeeded. As for At- 
kinson, two seasons ago he played fairly 
good ball and batted strongly, but last sea- 
s0n his work was decifiedly “ yellow,” and 
even the cautious Mr. Stagg admitted that 
his playing was a decided disappointment 
to his friends. 


Haskell a Good Choice. 


Haskell of: Illinois was the best shortstop, 
as Whitney says. Lowney of Michigan was 
a brilliant player, always making phenome- 
nal stops and grand stand performances, 
but was at the same time decidedly erratic 
and a poor batter. For third Whitney ac- 
knowledges that Deans of Michigan and 
Wineton of Chicago are both fast men, but 
finally decides n the latter for his bat- 
ting. There again he is mistaken. Deans 
Was a surer man with the stick than Win- 
ston, although there was very little differ- 
ence between their playing the bag. The 
Wolverine possessed a quick, speedy throw 
that ought to place him ahead of his Chi- 
cago rival. Sexton, the famous Brown 
pitcher and coach of the Michigan team, 
said that ke considered Deans one of the 
surest and steadiest players in the college 
world of today. ° 

In the outfield the team would be stronger 
by placing Watkins in the left, us he is a

TRANSFER THE INDIANA GAME, 
Race Tracks to Be Located Near Ke- 
nosha, Wis. 

Kenosha, Wis., Aug. 3.—{Special.]—For sev~- 
eral days-past rumors have been flying about 
that the Hankins race-track men were in 
Kenosha by their agents negotiating for 
farm lands to be used for race grounds. Tel- 
egrams up to Saturday night indicated they 
would locate within two or three miles of 
this city, but Sunday it developed they had 
bought the Richard Thomas farm, about 
seven miles southwest of Kenosha, and just 
over the State line, on the St. Paul railroad. 
The deal for the land had been arranged 
by Louis Thiers of Chicago. The farm lies 
on a stream which empties into the Eau 
Plaine River, is very rough, and will require 
much expense to put it in shape for racing 
purposes. Russell Station islessthana mile 
south. The intention is to have a station on 
the race grounds. One of the men in the deal 
said it would cost §75,000 to $100,000 to fx it 

up. 

The tracks will all be east of the railroad 
and all the stables, kitchens, etc., will be on 
the west side and on the bank of thecreek. 

The projectors say an army of workmen 
will start operations tomorrow and they will 
have a meeting by Sept. 1. They expect to 
have room for 1,200 horses. Several horse- 
men here claim to be in the deal and insist 
that it will be entirely different from the 
Roby affair. The opinion prevails also that 
the St. Paul has stolen a march on the 
Northwestern in securing the grounds on 
the line of its road. 

Many of the business-men here who are 
not altogether moral reformers are kicking 
themselves today when they think the en- 
terprise is go near and yet So far. Had it 
been generally known the people meant 
business considerable effort would have 
been made toward persuading them to locate 
on the Northwestern route south of Kenosha. 


Investigation last night here developed 
little of. tamgible nature with reference to 
the scheme mentioned above. It Was as- 
serted by an official of the Indiana tracks 
there was some truth in the report, but that 
Hankins, Johnson, Brenock, or Burke would 
have nothing to do with the scheme. The 
official said that many wealthy men of Wis- 
consin were interested in it.

Entries for the open events of the National 
Cycle Exhibition company’s race meet, be- 
ginning on Friday night at the Coliseum, 
closed yesterday.

Anderson to Try to Ride a Mile in 
a Minute.

Principal Reason for Their Early Re. 
turn from Europe Is the Poor In. 
ducements Offered Cyclists Abroad 
=-More Money to Be Made in Amer. 
ica—‘ Jons” Says He Was Not in 
Condition in His Earlier Races 
Against the French Cracks, 


John 8S. Johnson, accompanied by J. w. 
Parsons, the champion bicycle racer of 
Australia, a rider who beat the great Zim. 
merman, arrived in Chicago Sunday night 
from New York. Parsons has joined Eck’s 
riders and will finish the season with them, 
Johnson’s trip abroad did not result in the 
defeat of the French cracks, he winning 
but five races. He did, however, establish 
several new records. Johnson appeared glad 
to have gotten back to America and is anx. 
fous to begin training and go out on the 
circuit. 

When asked about~vhis trip abroad ang 
about the riders of England and France 
Johnson said: ‘‘My principal reason for 
returning so soon was because there is not 
half as much money put up in Europe ag 
there is in America. In England the best ¢. 
men in the country will race for four or fiye 
pounds, which, of course, amounts to al. 
most nothing. 

‘‘ There is more than one reason why I wag 
beaten in Paris. One reason is Iwas not 
in condition at first, but was under con. 
tract and had to ride anyhow, and later on 
when I did get in condition I could not ge¢ 
a match. I won as many,races in France — 
as I lost and quit about even on the trip, 
That, however, is small consolation. Whe 
I quit France I held all the records, but 
since I. left J. P. Betts, so I have heard, 
has broken my mile paced.” ™ 

Jacquelin the Best. 

Johnson thinks of all the French cracks 
Jacquelin is the best. Jaap Eden, he 
is ‘‘pretty gcod.’’ ** Morin,’’ he said, “ig aigg — 
good, but should make a better showing, 
He won the Grand Prix, but after that, in- © 
stead of riding where big prizes were offered, 
went to the small places and rode there.” 

Johnson does not think much of English 
riders. “‘In England," he said, “ the riders 
are not half what they are in France.

When asked whether he thought the 
American riders could beat the English he — 
said: “‘If they should come over here — 
think the boys would be a match for them, | 
and, for that matter, the French, too, though © 
they would be much harder to beat. The 
English would not be much trouble for the 
Americans. The French racers are a tricky 
set. We could not talk French, and so all 
during a race .they would jabber away at - 
each other, fixing up things, and we could | 
not understand what was going on. Near 
the finish they would carry out their plang - 
and win the race.’ He said, however, they 
are not as dangerous as they are painted. 


Both Go to Louisville, 


Parsons, the Australian champion, will re |

»| NU DEMAND FOR STOCKS. 


LOCAL SECURITY MARKET IS DULL 
AND FEATURELESS. 


Trading on the Chicago Stock Ex- 
‘change Is Limited to the Moore and 
Yerkes Securities—No News in 
These Stocks, Though Compantes 
Are Said to Be Prosperous—Bonds 
in Even Less Demand—Chicago Gas 
Stories Circulated in New York. 


¢ 

The local stock market yesterday, was dull 
almost to stagnation. Aside from the 
Yerkes stocks and the stocks of the Dia- 
mond Match company and the New York 
Biscuit company there were almost no sales 
made. Bonds were in little demand and at 
low prices. Apparently the season of sum- 
mer dullness has struck the local market. 
The total sales of all stocks other than 
Yerkes aid the Moore securities amounted 
to only fifty-one shares. Diamond Match 
was first in the list in the matter of the total 
sales, which ‘amounted to 3,550 shares. 
Match opened at 222, advanced to 222%, de- 
clined to 221, with a subsequent advance to 
22244, and a close at the opening quotation. 
New York Biscuit opened at 92 and all the 
sales of account stock were made at this 
figure except for one sale at 91%, one at 01%, 
and two at 92%. There were total sales of 
2,055 shares of Biscuit. 

In North Chicago the opening was at 234% 
account, at which price sales of 200 shares 
were made, The decline from this figure fol- 
lowed quickly and it sold off to a close at 
232. Regular stock sold at 230 and 231. In 
West Chicago it was one of the dullest days 
known in weeks. There was nota single sale 
of West Chicago stock on the opening call 
and. between calls there was only a single 
sale of 100 shares account at 103%. There 
were sales of 450 shares of West Chicago on 
the last call at prices ranging from 103 to 
1U24. Total sales of North Chicago 
amounted to 766 shares. Lake Street opened 
at 18 regular and 18% account. It sold off 
to 18 account with a close at 18%. Sales of 
Lake Street amounted to omly TVO shares. 
Lake Street certificates sold at 15 and 16. 

There is no news going the rounds about 
the stocks that are being traded in. Mr. 
Yerkes gives out good statements as to the 
earnings and operating expenses of the 
North and West Side cable and the Lake 
Street Elevated. According to his figures 
the roads are doing better than they were 
last year and he expresses the belief they 
will make a good showing as a result of this 
year’s operation. The loss to the West Chi- 


‘cago system through the operation of the 


Metropolitan has been largely recovered. 
Mr. Yerkes expresses the belief the West 
Chicago system will continue to shéw a 10 
per cent increase in the total of its traffic in 
the future as has been the case every year 
except the year during which the Metropoli- 
tan Elvated has been a competitor. As to 
the North Chicago system Mr. Yerkes says 
it is earning more on its present capital than 
it did last year on a smaller capital. 

No Contracts Have Been Reported. 

In Diamond Match and New York. Biscuit 
there is also a dearth of news. President 
Barber of the Diamond Match company Is 
still in Europe, but if he has made any con- 
tracts he has not informed his associates in 
Chicago. At least the officials of the com- 
pany in Chicago refuse to tell of any con- 
tracts that have been closed. J. H. Moore 
is still talking confidently of the future of 
Match,and says there will be news to make 
public within a short time which will 
change the entire complexion of the Dia- 
mond Match market. What this news will 
be he refuses to make public, but it Is 
thought to be in the way of carrying out the 
plans, already commented on, of forming 
auxiliary companies in Europe, which would 
hold a control of stock in new cérporations 
of which the owners of present match manu- 
factories would appear as minority stock- 
holders. The New York Biscuit news ex- 
pected is in thé shape of the purchase of 
some bakeries in the East which have been 
strong competitors of the New York Biscuit 
company. 

Bonds are in absolutely no demand. Bond 
houses are advertising the very best class of 
this sort of security and are unable to find 
purchasers. This is the reason no more bids 
were put in for New York bonds than were. 
The City Controller of New York has re- 
advertised the bond igsue, and it is said 
bankers in Néw York have agreed to make 
bids for the entire issue ata fair price. Even 
gold bonds seem tn little demand. It would 
be supposed people who have doubts as to 
the outcome of the silver agitation woul. 
jump at the opportunity of buying gold 
bonds backed by such a corporation as New 
York City. No one seems to care to invest 
money in bonds whatever their conditions 
may be. The largest of the bond houses 
report absolutely no demand even for the 
most gilt-edged security of this kind ever 
issued. Capitalists seem to prefer keeping 
their money to putting it In any sort of se- 
curity having a speculative future. 


Did Not Want the Bonds. 


Business houses are constantly receiving 
letters from correspondents in which they 
write their views on the currency question. 
Farson, Leach & Co. have been negotiating 
with a man in Saginaw, Mich., for the Saie 
of some bonds. These bonds were ‘not 
bought by the man who had been figuring 
on the purchase and he explained his reason 


*for not doing so in the following letter:

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The conviction of fire insurance companies in 
Mississippi on two test indictments for conspiracy 
as members of the Southeastern Tariff Association 
is causing the Chicago managers whose territory 
extends that far south no little uneasiness.

Under the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the Brown case railroad 
officials and others can no longer shield 
themselves by refusing to answer questions 
put to them by the commission on the 
plea that their testimony would incrimin- 
ate them. Tney will have to answer under 
oath whether they have granted or caused 
to be granted. or know of anybody who has 
granted rebates, drawbacks, etc., OF paid 
any commissions or given any other needed 
preferences to shippers. 

This is the first investigation since the 
constitutionality of the inter-State com- 
merce law has been affirmed by the Supreme 
Court, and the result is, therefore, watched 
with unusual interest.

them a like and contemporaneous service 
during the time aforesaid. 

Question as to Preferences. 

2. Whether said carrier or any officer, 
agent, or employé of said carrier during the 
time aforesaid has in respect to the trans- 
portation of grain and grain products, be- 
tween the points aforesaid made or given 
any undue or unreasonable preference or 
advantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, or corporation in any respect 
whatsoever. 

4. Whetherinrespect to thetransportation 
of such traffic during the time aforesaid 
any carrier, or any officer, agent or em- 
ployé of said carrier has paid, or promised 
or agreed to pay any rebates, bonus, or 
commission or anything of value, or done 
or rendered or agreed to do or rendér any 
service of value whereby any shipper has 
been directly or indirectly specially bene- 
fited or harmed thereby.

EXPECT TO DO A LARGE 
Southern Roads Prepare for Heavy 
Travel the Coming Winter, 

The Plant system is already preparing for 

a heavy travel to the South during the eom- 
ing winter. HE. B. Plant, who is at the head 
of the Plant system, embracing half a dozen 
railroads and four steamship lines, has built 
the Tampa Bay Hotel in Tampa, Fla.

—In view of the fact that Silver certificates 
are not redeemable in gold at the United 
States Treasury, why, then, should the man 
who is unfortunate enough to have to bor- 
row money, receiving the same in silver cer- 
tificates; be compelled to pay back the 
amount so borrowed in gold of a well-defined 
fineness? THOMAS S. JONES 


If a man borrows a thousand dollars today 
and the money he receives is in the form of 
silver certificates the paper he gets will buy 
as much -for him as a thousand gold dol- 
Jars would. Hé has not received gold, but 
he has received gold value. He received to 
all intents and purposes 23,220 grains of gold 
and he should be willing to agree to repay 
that much or its equivalent. The provision 
stipulating for payment in gold would not 
be inserted in the contract were it not for 
the fear that when the day of settlement 
‘comes the silver certificates and silver dol- 
Jars may be worth only half what they are 
now. But since the silver certificates were 
‘as good as gold when the borrower received 
them, and since they did for him all gold 
could have done, he ought not to grumble if 
not’ allowed to pay off his debt with de- 
preciated silver certificates.

Free Silver and Customs Duties. 
Chicago, July 30.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Should the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 be established, is it not 
reasonable to assert that a domestic manu- 
facturer would necessarily pay two silver 
dollars for every gold dollar’s worth of ma- 
terial he needs, as compared to the present 
value, making also the cost of such material 
equal to the price an importer would be 
obliged to remit to a foreign manufacturer 
for the same? If so, and if the working- 
man’s wages of most industries in this coun- 


.try; and the industries themselves are de- 


pendent ona taxation of’ imported goods, 
creating a tariff in customs duties of near- 
ly 50 per cent average, which duties an im- 
porter could then lawfully pay in silver dol- 
lars or at about one-half, as compared to the 
present standard, would not*’common sense 
computation prove the result—that our in- 
dustries, if they can at all exist unger such 
conditions, are injured 17 per cent, or in 
other words, that the workingman at best 
would get $1.66 in wages instead of $2?

This ‘s true in part. In the case of a 
specific duty of say, 10 cents a yard, that 
duty will be halved when paid in half-value 
silver. The goods can be sold more cheaply 
and the American manufacturer will have 
to lower his price to compete. Then the 
employés’ wages will suffer. But if the duty 
is an ad valorem one based on the foreign 
price of the product state@ in terms of 
American money, the duty will not be af- 
fected. If there should be now an ad 
valorem rate of 10 per cent on clothes in- 
voiced now at $2 a yard, these clothes would 
be entered as worth about $4a yard after the 
change to 56U-cent dollars had been made. 


Effect of Free Coinage. 
White Pigeon, Mich., July 29.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—I am a daily reader of THE 
TRIBUNE and admire your «ble editoriais on 
the currency question. At the present price 
of silver bullion there would be no question 
but that free coinage of silver at fhe ratio of 
16 to 1 would mean a 50-cent dollar, a de- 
based currency. Now, the question I desire 
to ask is this: -Would not the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 necessarily increase the bullion value of 
silver now contained ina silver dollar from 
about 53 cents to very near $1? Would not 
the fact that the government said that the 
number of grains now contained in a dollar, 
was actually worth a dollar, so increase the 
bullion value of silver to the price where we 
would be on a sound money basis? Fiven if 
this were true l cannot see that it would be 
But as a matier of fact, 
wouldn’t the demand for silver bullion to 
coin into dollars actually make the silver 


in a dollar worth one dollar in gold?

[Mexico has a coin containing nearly 378 
grains of silver which it calls a dollar. But 


as the American silver dollar, which con- 
tains fewer grains. So it appears that call- 
ing 378 grains of silver a dollar in Mexicu 
does not enable the possessor of one of those 
coins to buy any more with it than ie can 
with that much uncoined silver. A guvern- 
ment cannot increase the value of a thing 
by merely saying it shall be more vaiuable. 
Something must be done to make it more 
valuable. 

The United States has.made 3714 grains of 
silver more valuable in a coined than in an 
uncoined state. That has been done by lim- 
iting the number of silver dollars, just as it 
has limited the greenbacks, and by adopting 
measures such as the maintenance of a gold 
reserve, which satisfy the peopie that the 
greenbacks and the silver dollars will not 
be allowed to become worth less than their 
nominal value. 

Supposing the government changes its 
system, discards all its precautionary 
measures, and invites eyery man who has 
a chunk of silver worth 53 cents to takeit 
to a mint and have it coined into a dollar. 
No one wil! deny that the owner of that 
silver thus coined can make it go farther in 
the payment ‘of a debt than he could before. 
The question is, could he make it go farther 
in buying food, drink, and clothing? If he 
could it would be evidence that the bullion 
value of silver had advanced and that the 
silversmiths and all others were ready to 
give twice as much gold for an _ cunce 
of silver as at present. 

Bland and some other free silverites say 
that will happen—that silver bullion will 
double in value—because of the “ increased 
demand.” No free silverite has stated yet 
what the extent of that ‘‘ demand ”’ will be. 
It must be a very heavy demand to double 
or add material'y to the value of the 6,300 
million ounces of coined or uncoined silver 
now in existence. The United States has 
absorbed 460 million ounces since 1878, and 
the price of silver has fallen from 110 cents 
an ounce to about 70 cents. How many mill- 
fon ounces must the United States absorb to 
make silver worth 12! cents an ounce, or 
much more thanitis now? 

As long as free coinage dollars are not 
minted on a grand enough scale to produce 
a. scarcity of silver for commercial purposes 
there will be no advance in the bullion value 
of silver. When an advance does come more 
will be produced. About how many silver 
dollars will be coined under ,a free coinage 
law no free si!verite has ventured to state. 
When he does it will be time enough to 
figure out what effect that coinage will have 
on the value of silver.] :

ALEXANDER A UNIQUE FIGURE AT 
THE OLD SETTLERS’ PICNIC.

Veteran Lockup-Keeper, Born in Chi- 
cago in 1822, the First Surviving 
White Person That Saw the Light 
in This City—Emil Hoechster Makes 
an Address at the Ogden Grove As- 
semblage—Award of the Medals— 
Fifteen Thousand Persons Attend, 


Alexander Beaubien turned out at Ogden’s 
Grove yesterday chipper as a lark for his 
annual star act at the Old Settlers’ picnic. 

Alexander is the lockup-keeper at Har- 
rison Street Police Station. He also, of 
those still living, is the first white child 
born in Chicago. This makes the veteran 
jailer a unique figure at the annual féte of 
the early comers to the Prairie State, and 
yesterday he made the most of his usual 
holiday. He hobnobbed with Fernando 
Jones, John Sweeney, H. A. Wood, Junius 
Lake, and other venerable citizens. But-of 
all the lights of the picnic, none shone so 
brightly as the wrinkled Frenchman, who 
had dropped his keys and drunks and dis- 
orderlies for a day. 

Fifteen thousand jolly pioneers thronged 
the big breathing place for the twenty- 
third annual event. As usual, the Chicago 
Turngemeinde had charge of the affair and 


made a dashing success of it. 

While the young people formed a large 
contingent of those in attendance, the great- 
est interest centered around those who were 
beginning to tread the western slope of the 
hill of life. It .was their day, and the gray 
and wrinkled ones were shown every con- 
sideration. The prizes of the occasion Were 
awarded to those whose claim for distinc- 
tion rested upon their years. 

Superb Weather Is_ Enjoyed, 

The day in point of weather was superb. 
The oldest inhabitant would seek long to find 
among the list of picnic days any one where 
the’ conditions) were so propitious. 

Enough trees shaGied the ground to make 
it possible to avoid the heat, and with re- 
freshments on every hand there was no 
complaint of discomfort. It was remarked 
that the Committee on Arrangements had 
made a dicker with the weather man, athing 
they neglected to do:last week. The present 
picnic had been set for July 27, but owing to 
a conspiracy of the elements and the pro- 
prietor of the Auditorium tower, it had to 
be put ahead a week. As a consequence the 
old settlers were adorned with badges which 
chronicled erroneously the date of the out- 
ing. That which would attract the notice of 
an observer first of all on entering the 
grounds was these badges. 

Visitors who had turned forty years or 
more were invited to register, and each was 
promptly decorated with a purple ribbon 
bearing in large figures the date of his or 
her advent into the city. There were plenty 
of 50’s and 60’s, but it was an-entertaining 
search for those of earlier figures. The 40's 
were not so few and far between, but the 
30's nargowed down to a rarity, and the 
earliest was found to beaw2. This.was ven- 
erable Alexander Beaubien. ; 

Among the other well-known old-timers 
present were Fernando Jones, John Swee- 
ney, and James Lane. H. A. Wood, who was 
born in Fort Dearborn in 1834, was on the 
grounds. 

Competition for Medals. 

The visitors had an opportunity of finding 
out that they were expected to register and 
compete for medals. This was made known 
by a large painted sign in English and Ger- 
man. Close by the competition for medals 
was announced in the two languages. 

There was no end of opportunities for 
amusement. Besides dancing booths and 
arrahgements for games, the customary 
small fry institutions which follow events 
of this nature, such as the flying dutch- 
man, the shooting gallery, the wheel of 
fortune, and the apparatus for testing the 
strength, were decidedly in evidence. 

The ever-present tintype gallery did a 
thriving business on a small area in the 
background. The rubber balloon had its 
place and many a youngster was made 
happy by being tied up to one of these in- 
flated spheres. 

Lest the young folks should trip up the 
old, there were two dancing booths set apart 
from each other for those of different ages. 
At the old Settlers’ booth the music was fur- 
nished by five of Chicago's oldest German 
musicians, who were banded together for 
the occasion.

Emil Hoechster Makes the Speech. 


The speech of the day was made by Emil 
Hoechster, ex-North Town Collector, who 
addressed the crowd in German. : 

In the evening the fireworks varied the 
festivities, and the dancing, especially in 
the booth of the young folks, who outstaid 
their elders, became the chief source of 
amusement.

essential point to make is to convince, by 
hard facts and simple reasoning, this great 
body of the electorate, comprising the bone 
and sinew of the country, of the unsoundness 
of the 16 to 1 propaganda. A conversation 
the writer had on-this subject with a wage- 
earning Democrat may throw some light on 
this phase of the sound money fight. 

‘* How are you going to vote?” 

“For Bryan and free coinage.”’ 

“ Why?" 

‘ Well, free coinage will be a good thing for 
the poor man who is working for his living.” 

‘‘Well, now, let us see. I will suppose 
you are earning $15a week. The advocates 
of the free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to 1 claim that by bringing more money 
into circulation prices will be advanced. Par- 
ticularly is this applied to farm products, 
wheat, meat, corn, and the other necessaries 
of life. Even if the silver men did not claim 
this advance as a blessing to follow the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver it is perfectly 
clear that such an advance of prices would 
occur. Why? Because the bullion in a 
silver dollar now is worth 53 cents, the re- 
maining purchasing power up to 100 cents 
being supplied by the gold redeeming power 
of the United States Treasury. An unlimited 
amount of such coins could not he so re- 
deemed, so that it is plain that all would fall 
to their bullion value. This is admitted by 
well-informed advocates of the _ silver 
standard. Now, the holder of merchandise 
for daily use will not part with it at the same 
price when the dollar is worth 100 cents, 
gold, as when it is worth 53 cents, silver. 
Therefore prices will make an advance equal 
to the depreciation of the dollar.”’ 

“Wouldn't that be a good thing?” said my 
free-coinage friend: “‘ wouldn’t that make 
good times for us all?’’ 

** But how about your $15 in wages? The 
cost of your living has been marked up at 
once to correspond to the lessened value of 
the dollar in exchange. How are you going 
to get your wages raised to $30? Have you 
not found that your wages have always 
risen slowly—that prices rise always in great- 
er proportion than wages? This is the history 
of the world. Consider again that all business, 
from the profits of which wages are paid, 
will be thrown violently on a new basis, will 
be in great confusion, and will, therefore, 
be in the worst possible condition for wage 
advancement. This is assuming that all 
lines of business will survive the shock of the 
change. Nine employers out of ten will tell 
you that they are doubtful on this point.” 

“ Yes, but suppose the employed should by 
organization or persuasion induce their em- 
ployers to give them their share In advanced 
prices by doubling wages. Is that impos- 
sible ?’’ said my friend.
